BRITISH PROTOTYPE. 


The aeroplane which Mr. Yan‘ 
Lear Rlack is using on his world 
tour isa Fokker FP. VIT-3m, a high 
winged monoplane, and is engined 
with three 800 h.p. Wright Whirl- 
winds .maintaining a cruising 
speed of 100 m.p.h. and this 
machine in particular is provided 
with extra tanks giving it a range 
of 1,200 miles. 


The principle feature -of this 
type of machine is the simplicity 
of maintenance. The huge main- 
Plane is in one piece, and con- 
sists of wooden spare and ribs, 
plywood being-used for covering, 
This, with a periodical coat of 
varnish thoroughly protects. the 
interior of the main plane and so 
prevents’ deterioration, + No 
bracing wires are uséd in the con- 
truction thereby eliminating the 
danger of collapse by the parting 
of a wire. The main petrol tanks 
are carried in the centre of the 
plane, - : 


The fuselage is ‘constructed of 
welded steel tubing, the cabin 
portion being ‘braced with trian- 
gulated tubing, allowing a clear 
view for the passengers, and the 
rear portion js braced hy high 
tensile steel wires. The whole is 
covered with doped: fabric. The 
rubber and tail planes are algo 
constructed of steel tubing covered 
with fabric, ‘ 


The standard FP VIl is con- 
structed to carry two pilots and: 
eight passengers, but Mr, Van Lear 
Black’s machine has been internal- 
ly. arranged to carry four passen- 
gers, leaving space for a com- 
partment for spare parts, em- 
ergency rations and any other 
material which may be required. 
At the forward ond of the cabin is 
a door communicating with the 
pilot’s cockpit and at the rear is 
the lavatory, :
